On May 15-17, 2009 in Dallas, Texas twenty-four tkinkers, 
activists, and donors gathered to discuss the immediate need for 
full equality for leshian, gay, tisexual & transgender people in 
the United States. Collectively they prepared The Dallas 
Principles. 

PA Diversity Network and hundreds of other GLBT 
organizations of all types have adopted these principles as a 
blueprint for our fight for full civil ri gKts and equality. PA 
Diversity Network encourages all organizations and individuals 
to adopt these principles. 

PREAMBLE 

President Ohama and Congress pledged to lead 
America in a new direction that included civil rights 
for leshian, gay, hisexual and transgender Americans. 
We now sit at a great moment in our history that 
inspires the nation to return to its highest ideals and 
greatest promise. We face a historic opportunity to 
obtain our full civil rights; this is the moment for 
change. No delay. No excuses. 

Nearly forty years ago, a diverse group of leshian, gay, hisexual, 
and transgender people stood up to injustice at the Stonewall 
Inn in New York City. In doing so, they submitted themselves 
to bodily harm and criminal prosecution. Their demand was 
simple -- equal protection under the law. 

Still today, full civil rights has eluded tke same community that 
rioted forty years ago. Instead, untold sums of resources have 
been spent to divide our nation and turn our lives into a political 
football.

At several junctures in American kistory, tke stars kave 
aligned to deliver tke promise of equal protection under tke law 
to tkose previously denied. At tkis unique time in kistory, our 
nation must once again exercise tke great tradition of making its 
people equal. 


Justice kas too long keen delayed. A clear patk toward full civil 
equality for tke LGBT community is overdue and must come 
now. Using fear and misunderstanding to justify discrimination 
is no longer acceptakle in tkis nation. Tkose content witk tke 
way tkings are will ke judged karskly ky kistory. Tkose wko do 
not actively advance tkese ideals or offer excuses will ke judged 
just as karskly. Tkose wko attempt to divide our community or 
to delay and deny action on civil equality, waiting for the ri ght 
moment to arrive, will ke keld accountakle. 


We reject tke idea tkat konoring tke founding principles of our 
country is controversial. We kelieve in tke inkerent kuman 
dignity of all people. No longer will we sukmit our ckildren, our 
family, our friends and ourselves as a political tool for any Party 
or ideology. A new day kas arrived. 


PRINCIPLES 


Tke following eigkt guiding principles underlie our 
call to action. In order to ackieve full civil rigkts 
now, we avow: 

1. Full civil ri ghts for leskian, gay, kisexual and transgender 
individuals must ke enacted now. Delay and excuses are no 
longer acceptakle. 

2. We will not leave any part of our community kekind. 

3. Separate is never equal. 

4. Religious keliefs are not a kasis upon wkick to affirm or deny 
civil ri ghts. 

5. Tke estakliskment and guardianskip of full civil ri ^hts is a 
non-partisan issue. 

6. Individual involvement and grassroots action are paramount 
to success and must ke encouraged. 



7. Success is measured hy tlie civil rigkts we all achieve, not hy 
words, access, or money raised. 

8. Those who seek our support are expected to commit to these 
principles. 

FULL CIVIL RIGHTS GOALS 

Being united hy common principles and engaging in united 
action, we will achieve the following goals: 

1. DIGNITY AND EQUALITY. Every leshian, gay, hisexual and 
transgender person has inherent dignity and worth, and has tke 
right to live free of discrimination and harassment. 

2. FAMILY. Every LGBT person has the right to a family 
without legal harriers to immigration, civil marriage, or raising 
children. 

3. ECONOMIC OPPORTUNITY. Every LGBT person has tke 

right to economic opportunity free from discrimination in 
employment, public housing, accommodation, public facilities, 
credit, and federally funded programs and activities. 

4. EDUCATION. Every LGBT child and youth has the right to 
an education that is affirming, inclusive, and free from bullying, 

5. NATIONAL SECURITY. Every LGBT person should have 

the opportunity to serve our country openly and equally in our 
military and foreign service. 

6. CRIME. Every LGBT person should enjoy life protected 
against bias crimes. 

7. HEALTH CARE. Every person should have access to 
affordable, high quality, and culturally competent health care 
without discrimination. 

CALL TO ACTION 

1. We demand that government officials act now to achieve fuU 
civil ri gkts without delay. 

2. Our organizations and individuals need to develop a 
collaborative and revolutionary new organizing model that 
mobilizes millions of supporters through emerging weh and 
phone technologies.

Keisling is the 
Founding Director of the Washington based National Center of 
Transgender Equality. She is at the helm of the effort to pass the fully 
inclusive Employment Non-Discrimination Act as one of the two 
steering committee leaders of UnitedENDA, a position she shares with 
Rea Carey, Executive Director of the National Gay and Leshian Tash 
Force. Originally from PA, Keisling has led and served on the hoards 
of several state-wide GLBT organizations, and helped write the 
language of Allentown^s non-discrimination ordinance. PDN will he 
honoring Mara Keisling with a special award.
